They stood in the plowed Geor- 
pie field, stripped‘ to the waist, 
rown as saddle leather, these 
young warriors of the Afrika 
Korps, and pointed their fingers 
toward us. 
“Phro-po-ghan-da” they called, 
enunciating each syllable—‘phro- 
po-ghan-da.” 
And when we shook our heads 
they ramained unconvinced—we 


were the enemy, and though they | 
were men and we were men, the. 


strangeness and the barrier of dif- 
ferent faith remained. 

We could say no word to them. 
Army regulations, carefully ex- 
plained before we were allowed 


to visit the Macon county peanut | 


field where the captured German 
prisoners of war 
the harvest, were explicit. We 
might go to the field and take our 
pictures, but the United States 
Army guards would not assist us 
in any way, and we were not to 
talk to the prisoners. 
Prisoners Shout Jokes. 

Yet. as they worked in the field 
wearing G. I. blue fatigue trousers 
with the large yellow P’s splashed | 
on the hips these sturdy young 
men might have been from any 
state in this Union; and their talk. 
back and forth, the shouted jokes, | 
the clean-rising laughter, though | 
in another language, was the talk 
and the joking and the laughter 
of young men anywhere. 

And when the evil-snouted, dou- 
ble-tired, Army trucks lined the 
streets of the small Georgia town 
of Oglethorpe, indolent beneath a 
still hot September sun, the young 
men crowding them, singing their 
marching songs to the music of a 
concertina, might have been young 
men rich with the exuberance of 
health and laughter, returning 
homeward from a school outing or 
a vacation in the country. 

Confined by Barbed Wire.

Rights Respected. 

The officers commanding the 
prison camp .explained that the 
rights of the prisoners, as estab- 
lished by the Geneva conference, 
were rigidly respected. They*ould | 
not be made to work and their 
help with the harvest was upon a 
volunteer basis, and even then the 


rseemed unlikely a few days 
earlier. 

“Don't know what we'd a done 
without ‘em,” said one of thet 
farmers, J. D. Drummon, 
whose Macon county farm we 
watched .the war prisoners work. 
“Guess we'd a lost the crop. No- 
body here but myself and wife 
and one little bitty ole boy. And 
the boy’s down with asthma so 
bad he ain’t much help. I expect 
they’ve put up about a hundred 
stacks today. If I can get ’em for 
just one more day they ought to 
get through.”

Another package of the new 
miracle drug penicillin that is

voorlovka, 28 miles to the east 


and slightly north. 
Altogether the Russians reoccu- 


pied 150 populated places in the| =* she 


Donets basin, said the bulletin, in 
a successful development of the 
offensive which carried forward 
for gains of from 9 to 12 miles. 

In a second swift and dramatic 
drive, that westward across the 
northern Ukraine, the Red army 
also gained from 9 to 12 miles and 
ran through 100 populated places, 
including the town of Putivl, only 
30 miles northeast of the big Nazi 
central front base of Konotop. 

20,000 Miles. 

Today’s Red army advances 
brought the total area recaptured 
from the Germans since the be- 
ginning of the July 12 drive to 
more than 20,000 square miles 
along the 600-mile active front. 

The new line, still fluid as the 
offensive appeared to gain strength 
daily, already showed the recap- 
ture of some 230,000 square miles 
by the Russians since the time of 
the greatest Nazi advances, which 
carried to the highwater mark of 
Stalingrad. 

Putivl apparently was taken by 
the same forces which had driven 
down from the north upon Kono- 
top to take the rail town of Krolo- 
vets on Thursday. Forces which 
captured the big German base of 
Sumy, 75 miles east of Konotop, 
on Thursday plunged ahead west- 
ward along the Belgorod-Sumy- 
Konotop railway to take the large 
towns of Belopole and Vorozhba. 

This railway goes on through 
Konotop, the main line west to 
Kiev and the upper Dnieper, ap- 
proximately 130 miles away. The 
Germans, falling back steadily 
since the Russians launched their 
current offensive on July 12, have 
shown no signs of making a halt 
or determined stand, and under | 
the heavy Soviet blows still seem 
likely to fall back to the Dnieper 
line. 

100 Towns Freed. 

To the north the Russians cap- 
tured 100 populated places in the 
important Smolensk sector, the 
daily bulletin said, scoring gains 
of from 2% to 4 miles, and in 
the central Bryansk area occu- 
pied more than 50 populated 
places in advances of from 4 to 
6 miles. 

In the area west and south- 
west of Kharkov, Russian troops, 
“overcoming enemy resistance 
and counterattacks, continued of- 
fensive engagements for improve- 
ment of their positions,” the com- 
munique said, not announcing any 
specific gains made or towns 
captured.

It was a terrific barrage that 
first hit the beaches and crawled 
up into the mountains, wiping out 
enemy pillboxes, dugouts, barbed 
wire entanglements and large gun 
mounts studding the uplands. 

Set Up Bridgehead. 


The first waves of British and 
Canadians struck the beaches, 
fanned out and established a 
bridgehead for other oncoming 
barges that spilled their loads of 
men and equipment on the shores 
below the foothills of Aspromonte 
—Bitter mountain—a range that 
is the spinal column of the toe 
of Italy. 

“Allied forces under the com- 
mand of General Eisenhower have 
continued their advance,” said the 
brief bulletin issued two hours 
after the landing. 

Spokesmen here emphasized that 
the new assault was not to be re- 
gardéd as “a second front,” but 
merely a sequel to the North Af- 
rican and Sicilian campaigns. 

From Reggio Calabria it is more 
than 300 land miles to Rome and 
another 350 air line miles to the 
Brenner Pass. 

Bombers Score. 


Meanwhile, Allied bombers con- 
tinued to “soften up” Italy. 

Mitchell medium bombers shat- 
tered freight yards at Cancello, 
northeast of Naples, and head- 
quarters declared that afterward 
photographs showed that “all 
lines to Naples, Salerno, Torre 
Annunziata, Capua and Bene- 
vento had been blocked.”

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Patton Attack on Enemy’s Rear 


Seen as Troops Stay in Hiding 


By WILLIAM SMITH WHITE. 


LONDON, Sept. 3.—(#)—Ofti- 
cial silence hiding the where- 
abouts of: American forces in the 
invasion of Italy prompted specu- 
lation tonight that new landings 
would be made soon, perhaps in- 
cluding a large-scale assault to 
the north on Italy’s west coast to 
hit the enemy from the rear. 

Silence regarding the menace of 
the Americans lay heavily over 
the enemy in the whole of the 
southern theater, and the Berlin 
radio said the Axis was prepared 
for “two or three blows against 
the continent s‘~-ultaneously. 

As General Montgomery’s 
Eighth Army of British and Cana- 
dians burst through the first bar- 
ricade in the Axis defenses of Eu- 
rope’s continental mainland, there 
stood behind them the highly 


mechanized and heavily gunned / 


forces of the American Seventh 
Army under Lieutenant General 
George S. Patton Jr., which had 
swept through two-thirds of Sicily 
in a record campaign to clear the 
way for today’s invasion. 

And somewhere in the Mediter- 
ranean another powerful Ameri- 
can force, the Fifth Army of Lieu- 
tenant General Mark W. Clark, 
awaited battle orders. This Army 
under the cover of much secrecy 
has been training intensively in 
North Africa since last January. 

Not only might some of these 

forces land above the Eighth 
Army, but some elements might 
join the British and Canadians in 
early moves. 
- Although the first landings put 
the British and Canadians on the 
longest path to Rome—and Berlin 
—the Allies have plenty of ships 
and planes to strike farther north 
and cut off the southern defenses 
if the going there is too*slow and 
rough. 

Such a short-cut thrust also 
would speed the capture of Italy's 
southernmost good harbor at Na- 
ples and accelerate progress to- 
ward Foggia and Bari, where there 
are big airfields only about 550 
miles from the Rumanian oil 
fields and relatively near to other 
central European targets. 

It was the British and Cana- 
dians, elements of the hard, tough 
and gallant British Eighth Army, 
who formed the bridgehead in the 


area of Reggio Calabria and be- 
came the first Allied fighting men 


| to set foot on the mainland and 


stay since the tragedy of Greece. 


For the men of the Eighth Army 
it-had been a long way back— 
2,050 miles since Alamein—but 
today on the fourth anniversary 
of Britain’s declaration of war 
they were not alone with the 
weight of the Americans still to 
be brought to bear. 


The Axis desperately tried to 
guess the real scope of the plan 
of the supreme Allied commander, 
the American general, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, and whether he in- 
tended far more than was im- 
mediately apparent and whether 
other and greater forces now be- 
ing held back would leap at other 
points. 

With the usual secrecy covering 
much of the action, two points 
were already apparent or at all 
events highly probable: 


1. General Eisenhower’s min- 
imum immediate design was to 
clean up the Messina strait on 
both sides, thus immensely reliev- 
ing the Allied supply and commu- 
nications problem and freeing Al- 
lied fleets to cruise up and down 
the coast of Italy, laying the whole 
country bare to landings if they 
are deemed necessary and advis- 


able. 
Political Offensive. 


2. Opinion. was strong in Lon- 
don that it was in one sense a 
political offensive as well, intend- 
ed to cause among the Italian peo- 
ple, who have long been clamoring 
for peace, such an upheaval as to 
force the Badoglio government to 
get out of the war or possibly give 
him the opportunity to do so. 


It was believed by many here 
that the Badoglio government's 
will to war is by no means strong, 
and that its position is like that 
of the axed tree which might fall 
with an encouraging push. 


Estimates of German strength 
in Italy ran from 10 to 18 divi- 
sions, with the bulk of these in 
the north but enough in the 
south to eause considerable trouble 
to Allied invaders unless Hitler 
should elect to fall. back as he 
has done consistently since Tu- 
nisia.

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It was generally accepted here

The alternative for Hitler—loss 
of Italy—would gravely wound 
his position in all southeastern 
Europe, nakedly exposing a flank 
of tremendous length and immi- 
nently endangering him all 
through the Balkans, where he 
would immediately lose the serv- 
ices of an estimated 27 Italian 
divisions. 

Many in London believe that 
the next major development will 
be invasion ,of the Balkans 
through Crete and Greece by 
British empire and Allied forces 
of great but secret strength based 
in the Middle East. 

Hungarians Want Peace. 

A final collapse of Italy could 
be expected to undermine or even 
bring down the whole _ rickety 
Axis military structure in the 
Balkans, where the Hungarians 
are openly angling for peace and 
leaderless Bulgaria is attempting 
to set a new course in the war. 

After the Berlin radio had 
mentioned the possibility that 
American troops may be thrown 
into the Italian invasion at any 
moment, British censorship per- 
mitted dispatch of a quotation 
from an article in the London 
Evening newspaper, the Star, in 
which General Sir Robert Gor- 
don-Finlayson, its military corre- 
spondent, said: 

“We can be quite sure that 
the Seventh U. S. Army... has 
been destined by General ‘Eisen- 
hower to land somewhere in Ital 
very soon, but it is impossib 
yet to say where. ... The Sev- 
enth Army will have been as- 
signed a very important task.” 

An editorial in the Evening 
Standard said that “Messina is 
just the beginning.

We have terrific fire power of artillery, and 
we have fighting armies, tried in the furnace 
of battles previously won, than which the 
world has never seen superior. 

The British Eighth Army, under General 
Montgomery, had the honor of spearheading 
~ the European invasion. They won the right to 
that honor at El Alamein, across the sands of 
North Africa, in Tunis and at Catania. 

Our hearts are with them, and with our 
own boys in the American Seventh, their 
comrades of Sicily. We know they will carve 
the victory, but we wait with anxious hearts 
for the news we long to hear. |

Milk Leads All Farm Crops 
In every issue leading newspapers of the 
country devote space to recording prices of 
cattle, hogs, cotton, wheat, and corn, together 
with reports on:supplies of each and conditions 
relating to their production. Should those 
conditions predicate excess or under supplies 
they merit news stories that often make the 
first page. ! 

But milk is never mentioned in commercial 
reports and it is seldom mentioned in news 
stories, yet milk is the largest single source 
of farm cash income. It was fifteen per cent 
of all farm income in 1942—larger than cattle 
and hogs, twice that of cotton, three times 
wheat and five times corn. One out of every 
fifteen families in the United States is de- 
pendent upon milk for .a livelihood. 

Quoting statistics just issued by the Milk 
Industry Foundation of New York it is noted 
the farm cash incomes from seyen major farm 
products in 1942 were as follows: milk, $2,332,- 
253,000; cattle, $2,305,019,000; hogs, $2,197,- 
873,000; poultry and eggs, $1,647,742,000; cotton 
and cottonseed, $1,458,669,000; wheat, $856,- 
570,000; corn, $480,368,000. 

It is noted that the North Atlantic and 
North Central states produce most of the 
country’s milk, with Wisconsin leading all 
others, receiving a cash income from this 
source in 1942 of $278,771,000; New York was 
second with $221,963,000; Pennsylvania third 
at $138,160,000, and the great agricultural states 
of Minnesota, Ohio, Illinois, Michigan and Iowa 
following in order. — 

Georgia is quoted as receiving $14,446,000 
for her milk in- 1942; ranking fourth in the 
list of South Atlantic states, being topped by 
Maryland with $29,709,000; Virginia, $28,339,000 
ati North Carolina, $19,747,000. No compara- 
tive figures are given to show how the milk 
industry has increased in Georgia in recent 
years but it is well known Georgia dairying 


has grown rapidly in the past ten years as 


more farmers join the ranks of those who di- 
versify their farming activities and learn by 
experience that a small herd of dairf cows 
can be handled economically and provide a 
year-round source of cash.

SAFETY OF PILOTS 
(From The Valdosta Times.) 

General Henry H. Arnold, commanding gen- 
eral of the United States Army Ajir Forces, in 
an outspoken article in the Woman’s Home Com- 
panion, urges fathers and mothers of young men 
who have been selected for pilot training to dis- 
regard many of the wild rumors that get about 
in which are told unfounded stories of a high 
percentage of fatal air accidents in the course of 
the training programs. 

General Arnold says “enemy agents spread wild 
rumors in the effort to break down confidence in 
American training and equipment.” He insists 
that “no accident news is suppressed” and says 
that rumors of accident rates so high in. training 
that newspapers have been ordered to report only 
a small percentage of such mishaps are utterly 
false. Tales of fighter planes from which it is 
impossible to bail out and bombers two highly 
powered for their framework likewise come from 
prolific poisons pens of enemy agents. 

Actually, assures General Arnold, the anxiety 
mothers may feel when their sons are selected for 
pilot training is largely groundless. Before they 
are chosen, trainees have to pass “more physical, 
mental and aptitude tests than most mothers ever 
dreamed existed.” As a consequence, says the 
general, “the Army believes that your son’s 
chances of flying through this war and of coming 
home to tell about it, are tops.” And he reveals 
that “ninety-five of every hundred of them are 
going through their long and arduous flight train- 
ing program without so much as a sprained ankle 
or a barked shin.”

WASHINGTON PARADE

REASON FOR DENUNCIATION WASHINGTON Sept. 3.— 
President Roosevelt's de- 


nunciation of a newspaper columnist for broadcasting stories to the 

effect that Secretary of State Hull has a secret hope of seeing Russia 

“bled white” was inspired not so much by a desire to correct an 
erroneous piece of information that has been 
widely circulated over the country. 

If the implications of the charge went no 
further that that, the incident, in all probability, 
would have been allowed to go unnoticed. Both 
he and Mr, Hull would have ignored the gossipy 
statement, just as they have others of a similar 
or worse nature in the past. 

The President obviously cannot take time 
out to answer every half-baked charge that is 
leveled against him or his administration. To 
do so would only dignify the critics and make 
a mountain out of nothing. By the very nature 
of things, he is compelled, for the most part, 
to rely on the sound common sense of the public 
to separate the false from the true. 

But in a case involving the continued good relations with one 
of our principal war allies, the circumstances are quite different. 

To properly understand the reasons prompting the President’s 
action it is necessary to give a bit of background. Drew Pearson, 
autor of the “Washington Merry-Go-Round,” the offending col- 
umnist who finds himself so coldly castigated, is generally under- 
stood to be a close friend of Undersecretary of State Sumner Welles, 
who was recently ousted on complaints of Secretary Hull. 


CRITICAL FOR YEARS | Welles for some time has been sus- 

pected of feeding Pearson with in- 
formation on State Department affairs which did mot reflect too 
well on Secretary Hull, The columnist has been extremely critical 
of the State Department head for several years. 

Now what Pearson may have said as an independent commen- 
tator is one thing. But if‘his statements tend to reflect information 
given him by Undersecretary Welles, that is quite a different story. 
In view of the fight between Hull and Welles and the close rela- 
tionship between Welles and’ Pearson, the assumption is easily 
drawn that the columnist’s charges were based on information - 
given him by Welles. 

No one accepts this as entirely true yet. Mr. Welles has a right 
to be heard from before judgment is rendered. But the implications 
were enough to force the President to act. 


WHEREIN THE DANGER So long as the charge went un- 
‘ answered, there was danger of 
the Russians, who know of the relationship between Welles and 
Pearson, assuming that the columnist was speaking for the under- 
secretary. Embassy officials here in Washington may be counted 
upon to keep themselves informed on such fine points as these. 
To say the least, it all tended to put Mr. Hull in an extremely 
embarrassing light. 

> Our relations with Russia are such we cannot afford to have 
otherysuspicions planted in their minds. They seem to be suspicious 
enough of us as it is. The failure of Marshal Stalin to appear at 
any of the Roosevelt-Churchill conferences thus far should be suit- 
able evidence on the score, though there are mitigating circum- 
stances, of course. 

Viewed from this background, there is ample justification for 
what the President did. It was not that he was guided by any 
sudden fit of anger, as stated by some critical commentators. Those 
who have taken this slant on the case are deficient in a capacity 
for looking beyond the end of their noses, Mr. Roosevelt was merely 
dealing in open diplomacy. He wanted to assure the Russians that 
regardless of the sources of the columnist’s information the charges 
were entirely false. 


SOLD BAD BILL In extenuation of Mr. Pearson’s unhappy 
plight, it can only be said that he was sold 
a bad bill of goods. That happens to every newspaperman at some 
time or other. Personally he is a capable and successful journalist. 
Any look at Mr, Hull’s record would seem to be enough to con- 
vince anyone he is not the Russian hater the charges made him 
out to be. It was he who in 1933 made the official recommendation 
to the President that Soviet Russia be reco ed by the United 
States. That recommendation was subsequghtly followed. 


WORKED FOR GOOD WILL Whatever Mr. Hull may feel of 

Commiagism as a philosophy 
of government—and his views in that res do not differ from 
those of President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill—he 
esteems his own record of promoting good will and a better under- 
standing between the United States and the Soviets. He has labored 
steadily for maintaining these relations. 

Now, while we are at war on the side of Russia, to have this 
record smeared by charges based on no documented evidence nat- 
urally grieves him to the point of exasperation. He minced 
words, therefore, in denouncing the rumormongers. ' 

But despite the severity of Mr. Hull’s words, the Presiden 
evidently thought he did not go far enough. The international 
implications of the charges were such he felt they should be 
branded openly and bluntly for what they wefe.

FAIR ENOUGH

NEW YORK, 
A Story Sept. 3.—This 


26 Years Old This piece deals 

with an inci- 
dent 26 years old and is written 
to correct the record and for the 
comfort of any legitimate news re- 
porter who may find his word out- 
weighed by the prestige of a high- 
ranking officer or official on a 
straight issue of truthfulness. It 
is no part of the current dispute 
between President Roosevelt and 
Mr. Hull, the secretary of state, 
on one hand, and the Columnist 
Drew Pearson, on the other. Pear- 
son is one of the originators of the 
backstairs school of political and 
diplomatic journalism in Washing- 
ton, an adaptation of the gent’s- 
room school which began in the 
dives of New York during prohi- 
bition, and ethical newspaper re- 
porters have no obligation to de- 
fend him. 

With this preamble let me get to 
my story. 

On June 21, 1917, the United 
Press carried, and its clients in 
fhe United States published, a 
story from the American base at 
Queenstown, Ireland, reporting 
that an American destroyer had 
fought a U-boat and that “accord- 
ing to the belief expressed by the 
crew” had rammed and sunk the 
enemy. It said further that if the 
submarine was not rammed it 
probably was finished off by an- 
other antisubmarine device, name- 
ly, the ashcan or depth-charge 
which then was a new and secret 
weapon, 

The story was released without 
restriction by a lieutenant com- 
mander on the staff of Vice Ad- 
miral William S. Sims in the pres- 
ence of the post censor, a lieuten- 
ant commander of the British 
Royal Navy. The censor, in turn, 
passed, stamped and initialed the 
story, in duplicate and it cleared 
through the regular telegraph sys- 
tem in the local post office. 


Later Twe days later the 

Associated Press pub- 
Denied lished a dispatch from 

its own Queenstown 
correspondent reporting that Ad- 
miral Sims, on being question- 
ed about the U. P.’s story had de- 
nounced it as “absolutely false.” 

Admiral Sims then placed the 
young U. P. correspondent upon 
open arrest in custody of Consul 
Hathaway until transportation 
could be arranged back to Lon- 
don and he was sent out, accused 
of faking, and publicly humiliated. 

The destroyer in question was 
the U. S. S. O’Brien but for rea- 
sons of secrecy the name was not 
mentioned. 

There the case has stood ever 
since. 

Recently, however, I got access 
to official records of the Navy and 
obtained information which I here- 
with present with some personal 
satisfaction because I was the re- 
porter. 

On June 20, three days before 
Sims said “the story is absolute- 
ly false,” he officially reported 
to the Navy Department: “It is 
reasonably certain now that the 
O’Brien destroyed the submarine 

entioned.” He then gave details 

f the encounter, closing with the 

mark that unfortunately this 
was a case in which the exact re- 
sult could not be determined. 


2. As further evidence 
sai 8 that Admiral Sims 
uttered a deliberate 
eport falsehood in his 
ment to the A. P., I cite from 
confidential report of the com- 
manding officer of the O’Brien, C. 
A. Blakely, dated June 19 and ad- 
dressed to the commander-in- 
chief, coast of Ireland, entitled, 
“Report of contact with enemy 
submarine.” 

“At 4:21 in the afternoon of 
June 16, 1917, in the approximate 
position 12 miles south of Bally- 
cotten light, convoying the S. S. 
Elysia, a periscope was sighted 
broad on the starboard bow, dis- 
tant about 800 yards,” it read. 
“Speed was immediately increased 
to 20 knots and the ship was head- 
ed toward the periscope which 
about this time disappeared. Aft- 
er a very short period the peri- 
scope was again sighted dead 
ahead, distant about 100_yards. A 
few seconds later the lookout in 
the foretop called out that he saw 
the bulk of the submarine in the 
water passing aft close to our 
starboard side. He stated later 
that he thought we were going to 
ram it. He could clearly see the 
submarine and watched it grad- 
ually disappear below the surface 
until it was abaft the deck house. 
At this moment, a depth charge 
was let go and it was believed 
that the depth charge came with- 
in the prescribed limit where se- 
rious damage results from the ex- 
plosion.” ' 

The commander of the opera- 
tions office, R. Watkins Grubb, 
added an indorsement of this re- 
port of the O’Brien’s skipper, stat- 
ing that about three hours later, 
the Jessamine passed through a 
large patch of heavy-smelling oil 
approximately the same position. 

And, further, on June 27, Vice 
Admiral Lewis Bayley, of the Brit- 
ish navy, commander-in-chief at 
Queenstown, reported to the sec- 
retary of the admiralty in Lon- 
don: “This appears to be a case 
where serioyg damage to the sub- 
marine was very probable. The 
O’Brien was very skillfully han- 
dled and, I consider, deserves rec- 
ognition. In addition to Jessa- 
mine, Cushing (another American 
destroyer) found a quantity of oil 
on the surface near this spot,

Admiral Sims went to his grave 
without making the slightest ges- 
ture toward rehabilitating a repu- 
tation which he had been willing 
to destroy. This was no question 
of opinion or interpretation. It 
was a straight issue of truth or 
falsehood, honest reporting or 
wanton fakery,

John L. Lewis,as “poker-playing, whisky-drinking evil old men,” 
have got me to one side, as we say, and asked me about imbibing 
conditions in England in wartime. 

As a reporter, I naturally asked a few questions on this subject 
and even engaged a few guinea pigs. The an- 
swers are enough to break a runt pot’s heart 
and to cause even the most temperate of men 
to quail and grow pale. : 

They haven’t made any whisky in England 
in a little more than two years. The boys are 
making alcohol just as we are in this country. 
The supply is quite low. It is not on sale by the 
bottle simply because there isn’t enough of it. 


The proof is down to 75 or, as the 
term it, 25 under proof. In my research on the 
subject I was told by one of my guinea pigs 
that one had to spend about $12 to attain a 
mild glow. That may be so. 

It may be had only by the drink and a drink — 
costs an even $1, The usual American jigger 
contains one ounce and a half. The English 
jigger contains only one ounce. A half ounce, 
which is about what one man-sized eyedropper 
holds, costs two shillings and sixpence. The 

average person ordering a drink wishes to see the bottom of his 
giass covered, said one of my volunteer guinea pigs, and therefore 
the usual order is for a double whisky. This costs five shillings 
which, at current exchange, is $1. It is still a half-ounce less than 
the average American jigger. : 


_Hence, as my guinea pig said, if a person wishes to attain a 
mild glow on this low-proof scotch, he must spend several dollars. 
And even then, as my guinea pig said, he may lose the glow if a 
mild-breeze springs up or if he breaks into a mild perspiration. 


The supply is very low and while they believe it will last out 
the war, they are not sure. 


As for beer, that beverage still is very and still plenti- 
ful. It is, however, a bit on the weak side. My guinea pig said 
that he doubts if many, except the old-timers with large capacities, 
could attain a warm friendly feeling out of the beer. 


Due to the large number of soldiers, of all nations, and to the 
fondness which martial men of all ages have had for a glass of 
beer, there is an occasional shortage in this field but it is not as 
severe as the one in our own country. 


BEHAVIORISM As a newspaperman who saw the noble ex- 

periment from its inception to its demise, and 
as one who has studied the dry drinking statistics of the Scandi- 
navian countries and of England, I was interested in the behavior 
of the soldiers and the peoples in England. 


I saw enough to demonstrate to me once more that strict, legal 
control, with specified hours for ange | and specified license priv- 
ileges, is the best way to handle the problem of alcoholic beverages, 


I know the product of | piney liquor was many times as 
sordid and as corrupting of men and politics as is any form of 
strict, legal control, Which, of course, is not faultless. 

The Scandinavian tountries, once the hardest-drinking nations 
in the world have attained temperance and have absolutely elimi- 
nated alcohol as a problem by education and strict control.

American parents need not wo about their sons in England. 
England has very strict controls. And high rices. I saw no drunken 
soldiers or civilians beyond the usual negligible percentage found 
in any group in any country. 

In England, as in and around American army camps, there are 
more soft drinks sold than hard, more “cokes” than beer. 

The American soldier is in the army what he was out of it— 
he is the kid next door—the boy that called on your daughter— 
the boy who had the old jalopy but who now flies a Fortress. I am 
glad the campaign that existed for a while—to picture him as a 
drunk—has faded away in the light of the truth. | 

Any person will respond to common sense and education. This 
is particularly true of Americans. The American soldier is what 
his home and his church and schooling made him. He is all right. 

This may be as good a time as any to kill the story which went 
the rounds for a while that one reason for the success of the Ger- 
man army was that it was a “dry army.” The German army never 
ceased to issue rations of beer and wine and it still does. Letters 
taken off dead German soldiers complain of the quality of their 
beer. 

The plain truth is, I think, that the world and its people get 
better, not worse. The world inches forward slowly toward the 
light. We can’t make it go faster by fiat or by exhortation. We 
move as we learn. Sale of liquor was no novelty to our soldiers at 
home. Therefore it did not excite them abroad. 

Ameriea’s control setup, with all its faults is, in my opinion, 
better than the old saloon days and the old racketeering prohibi- 
tion days. In Georgia the state administration let some of the old 
gang get in. They ought to be cleaned out, as they still are giving 
trouble. Let the control be strict and let us preach the truth— 
that alcohol in excess is harmful and that temperance is the aim 
and objective. 

At any rate, what I started out to do was answer a great many 
questions about conditions in England. This one, on the control 
and regulation of drinking, was one of them. As such, and only as 
such, is it presented.

Then religion united them; they went raiding on a grand scale, 
and their camel cavalry and fanatic zeal and scorn of death enabled 
them to conquer an empire. They seemed to own the earth. 

They had never known anything but hardship and poverty, and 
they were astounded by the w®alth and culture and learning they 
found in Persia and Egypt and other lands. When the conquests 
were finished, they resolved to learn things. Like the Japs, they 
absorbed the culture of more advanced people. : 

At first they kept their racial stock pure, but it couldn't last. 
They found wives among the conquered and biood lines were thor- 
oughly mixed. 

The conquered had to adopt the Moslem religion or pay tribute, 
and to read the Koran they had to learn Arabic. Thus Arabic 
became the common language of all, and anybody who spoke it and 
accepted the Islam faith was called an Arabian—as all races here 
are called American. Black, brown, yellow or white, Persian, Syrian, 
Copt, Berber, Ethiop, Jew or Greek—all were Moslems ruled by 
the caliph and therefore Arabians. 

From this mixture came the “Arabian” culture. Pure Arabs 
from the peninsula of Arabia may have contributed nothing at all. 
The first Arabian treatise on medicine, according to Hitti, was 
translated into Arabic by a Jew, from a Greek tract composed by 
a Christian priest in Alexandria. That gives you an idea. 

Maybe this won’t interest you, but our adventure in Africa has 
made us all “Arab conscious,” and you might as well get your facts 
straight.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—(#)— 
The War Food Administration re- 
ported today that 25,685 or 87.6 
per cent of the 143,510 farmers 


who voted in the July 24 referen- 
dum favored flue-cured tobacco 
marketing quotas for the three 
marketing years beginning July 1, 
1944. 

Since more than two-thirds of 
those voting approved, the an- 
nouncement said, a national mar- 
keting quota of 714,000,000 pounds 
for the 1944-45 marketing year 
will be in effect. This quota was 
fixed July 13. 

The official returns, the WFA 
reported, showed 13,442 or 9.3 per 
cent opposed to quotas entirely 
and 4,383 or 3.1 per cent favoring 
quotas for one year only. 

The closest vote was in Georgia 
where out of a total of 8,163 bal- 
lots, 4,262 favored quotas for three 
years and 3,112 opposed any quo- 
tas. The remainder favored one 
year quotas.
